Police Commissioners Enjoined. 

The “rooster” was gaffed'“ again today 
when the Supreme Court handed down a de- 
cision affirming the decision of Judge Beaca 
granting an injunction restraining the Po- 
lice Commissioners from printing the bal- 
lots Gontaining thé names of tne Democratic 


‘State candidates under the emblem of the 


State Demoeracy, and also prohibiting the 
printing of the State Democracy ticket in 
the third column on the ballot. 

Justice Van ‘Brunt, who read the decision 
of the court, said the intention of the Legis- 
lature was to. provide a simple ballot for the 
protection of the voter, and the party em- 
blems were made use of for the guidance of 
the illiterate voter.

Active in Behalf of Securing a Vote at 
State Elections. 

Boston, Mass., Oct. .80.—[Special.]—The 
new woman is very much in evidence in the 
State campaign this fall, hustling to secure 
yes votes to the proposition to be sub- 
mitted to voters of Massachusetts “ shall the 
Constitution be amended to allow women to 
vote in municipal and State elections” or 
words to that effect.

has been organized and has issued an amount 
of campaign literature that bespeaks for ita 
hustiing management. But such activity 
seems uncailed for, as the only hone of the 
suffragists passing the referendum is in the 
r of 90 per cent of the male voters to 
— cross against the proposition upon the 

ot. 

The whole issue gives no uneasiness to the 
managers of the Democratic and Republican 
campaigns, and the activ.ty of the -uffragists 
is counted only a bit of interesting by-play.

ATTORNEY CAN'T RATTLE DURRANT. 


Fails to Reach the Accused in a Speech 
Meant to Excite Him. 

San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 30.—District-At- 
torney Barnes was the central figure in the 
last scene of the trial of Theodore Durrant 
today. In his argument he spoke of the way 
counsel for the defense had invoked the 
spirit of Blanche Lamont, and voiced her 
thought by saying: Let him go free; he 
harmed me not.“ While looking fhtently 
at the frame bearing Miss Lamont's dress 
near the jury box and telling how through 
the long days of the trial he had seen the 
young schoolgirl clothed in all her inno- 
cence and purity, Mr. Barnes turned upon 
Durrant, only three feet away, and said: 

“I see her now. There she stands behind 
him at this very moment, not praying for 
vengeance for her deep and remediless 
wrongs, not for the law’s retribution upon 
her murderer, but with uplifted hand and 
streaming eyes, praying that God will * 
put it into your hearts, by the mockery of 
verdict of not guilty; to set free this coat. Be Bp 
to prey upon other souls, pollute with vile 
hands the unsunned snow pf other children, 
and defy anew that God of justice whose 
ministers you are.“ 

Durrant was the least affected person in 
the court-room.

BOY MURDERS ANOTHER IN KANSAS. 


David Coulter, Who Killed Edward

Topeka, Kas., Oct. 30.—The murderer o 
award 3 Iliston, the 14-year-old son of W. F. 
Illston, a prominent farmer, has been arrest- 

ed. 
Young Illston had been missing for fifteen 
days last Sunday morning when his dead 
body was found in a field, near the road, 
within a mile of home, with two bullets in 
his brain. 

The murderer is also a boy, being only 18 
years old. His name is David Coulter. He 
was arrested in Valley Falls, thirty miles 
north of here, and was brought to Topeka, 
where he made a confession. He was 
bound over to the District Court, and was 
taken to the penitentiary at Lansing. 

Coulter in his confession said the killing 
was accidental, claiming he stumbled and 
the gun exploded, the bullet hitting Iliston 
in the head, and he hid the body to avoid 
being connected with the killing. The two 
bullet holes in Iliston’s skull are not ex- 
plained, however. The team which the 
murdered boy was driving has been recov- 
ered where Coulter had disposed of it.

TOWARD UNION, 


Joint Traffic Association to Be Organ- 
iszed—Will Have Jurisdiction Over 

All Competitive Travel or Hauling— 
Nine Directors in the Board of Man- 
agement—Nine Systems Represent- 
ed and Provision Made for the Ad- 
mission of Others—Ralilroad News. 
New York, Oct. 30.—The Presidents of the 
trunk lines and their principal Western con- 


nections met today in the rooms of the. 


Trunk Line Association to take final action 
on the new traffic agreement. The agree- 
ment as submitted to the Presidents at the 
meeting on Oct. 10 contains over twenty arti- 


cles, many of which are divided into. several 


sections. 

It is proposed that the Joint Traffic Asso- 
citation shall be organized, which shall have 
jurisdiction over all competitive freight and 
passenger traffic, with certain specified ex- 
ceptions, pasing to, from, or though the 
Western terminal of the trunk lines. 

Not less than nine directors shall consti- 
tute the Board of Management, which shall 
include representatives of the Grand Trunk, 
Vanderbilt, Lackawanna, Lehigh Valley, 
Brie, Pennsylvania, Baltimore and Ohio, 
Chesapeake and Ohio, and Wabash systems. 

Any system hereafter admitted is also to 
have the right of representation. 

The Board of Management shall meet at 
the call of three Presidents. The board shall 

coéperate with the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission to secure stability and uniform- 
ity of rates. Power is to be given the board 
to examine under oath officers accused of 
violation of the agreement. 

The companies are to deposit with the 
board within twenty days after the agree- 
ment becomes effective the aggregate sum of 
$50,000 to defray, the expenses of the asso- 
ciation, to be apportioned among them as 
the board may determine. Each company 
shall deposit monthly 1 per cent of its gross 
revenue from business subject to the agree- 
ment, but this percentage shall be reduced 
if found excessive. 

The agreement is not to become effective 
until it shall have been approved by the 
Boards of Directors of the several compa- 
nies, and certified copies of the resolutions 
giving such approval are to be filed with the 
association. The agreement is to continue 
for five years, and is to be signed by the 
Presiderits of the companies and to have the 
seal of each company attached. 

The meeting lasted until 6 o’clock tonight, 
when an adjournment was taken until Nov. 
19. The following statement was issued after 
the session: 

“The Presidents of the trunk lines and 
Western connections were fully represented 
at the meeting, and received, considerd, and 
further amended the contract submitted to 
them by the Committee on Revision since 
the last meeting. By reason thereof and of 
additional suggestions received from coun- 
sel and others a further meeting of the 
Presidents and another meeting of the com- 
mittee were deemed desirable to be held on 
dates to be announced hereafter. 

“No dissent was expressed, and the Boards 
of Directors of parties to the agreement 
have acted favorably upon it.“ 

There appears to be a serious hitch in the 
final adoption of the much-discussed joint 
traffic agreement. The new scheme, which 
has been in process of formation since last 
June, and which readily received the formal 
approval of the directors of several rail- 
road companies, failed of ratification, chief- 
ly, it is said, through fear of the inter-State 
commerce law. 

The more conservative men, including 
President Roberts of the Pennsylvania, have 
all along been averse to taking any steps that 
might be construed as clashing with the law. 
A meeting of the Revision committee will 
probably be held within a few days. 


GAN MAY BE MADE A RECEIVER. 


Talk of His Assisting in Management of 
Northern Pacific. 

With the view of keeping the expenses of 
managing the affairs of the Northern Pacific 
railway company within reasonable limits 
the Reorganization committee, it ie said, 
favora the appointment of not more than 
three receivers for the entire system, and 
John M. Egan may be one of them. Several 
of the members of the Reorganization com- 
mittee and their attorneys are now on their 
way here for the purpose of reconciling the 
differences between the various courts in the 
West and to get them to unite upon three re- 
ceivers in the interest of the holders of the 
bonds secured by the second and third con- 


solidated mortgages. 

Measrs. Burleigh and Galloway, who have 
been appointed receivers by the United States 
Circuit Courts of Washington and Idaho, are 
satisfactory to the bondholders and will no 
doubt be retained. A new man has lately 
been suggested as a most suitable man for 
receiver, one who would give satisfaction to 
all concerned and be better qualified to unite 
with the other two receivers in the manage- 
ment of the property than any one else who 
has thus far been suggested or named. It is 
John M. Egan, * President and Gen- 
eral Manager’ of the Chicago Great Western 
rallway. Mr. Egan has been connected with 
management of railroads in the Northwest 
for many years and is considered one of the 
best and ablest railroad managers in the coun- 
try. He isa man of high standing and un- 
doubted honesty and integrity.

SURVEYORS Now FIGURING OUT THE 
TREATY BOUNDARY. 


— 


Results So Far as Compiled Show the 
Yukon Gold Fields to Be in United 
States, Though the British Make a 
Strong Contention Regarding the 
Const and Outlying Islands—Sen- 
ator Blackburn Is in n and 
Has Been for Weeks. 

D. C., Oct. 30.—The report of 
the joint Commissioners appointed under 
the convention made in 1892 between Great 
Britain and the United States for the sur- 
vey of the Alaskan territory of the United 
States and of Canada adjacent to the bound- 
ary line will be made during the next three 
months. Gen. Duffield, Chief of the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey, is the Commissioner on 
behalf of the United States, and D. F. King 
serves in a like capacity for Great Britain. 

The purpose of the survey is to furnish a 

basis for the determination of the line from 
latitude 54° 40’ north to where the boundary 
line encounters the 14ist degree of longitude, 
marking the eastern boundary of Alaska. 
Gen. Duffield’s assistants, L. F. Dickens and 
A. B. Welcker, have been in the field all 
summer and are now engaged in working out 
their data. Under the treaty between Rus- 
sia and Great Britain fixing the boundary 
line of Alaska and the subsequent treaty by 
which Alaska became the property of the 
United States, the boundary line was to run 
from the point where the Portland Canal in- 
tersects the 56th degree of latitude north- 
ward along the crest of the mountain range, 
if there should be any, to the 14ist degree of 
longitude; if no mountain were found the 
line ‘Was to run inland teh marine leagues 
from the coast line. No of mountains 
was found, so the United States territory 
there under the treaty is a strip of territory 
ten marine leagues along the coast. 


The Alexander Archipelago. 

Along the coast there are a series of is- 
lands, beginning with the Prince of Wales 
Island to the southward, known as the 
Alexander Archipelago. When the reports 
of the survey are made the question whether 
the ten marine leagnes’ line is to run in 
land from the line of these islands or from 
the mainiand ‘and whether the coast line 
shall be considered to run from headland.

Mount St. Elias 
it has been ascertained, is in longitude * 
47 minutes west. 

Gen. Duffied is also at work on the hatin 
mination of the points at which the 14ist de- 
gree of longitude, the eastern boundary of 
Alaska, crosses the Forty Mile Creek and 
the Yukon River, as this boundary may in- 
volve the ownership of the gold properties 
now developing there. 

What Was Done by Britain. 

Oglesvie, a British official, determined 
these points astronomically in 1889. By his 
observations the 141st parallel crossed Forty 
Mile Creek eight and three-quarter miles 
from its mouth or junction with the Yukon 
River and left the head of the latter In Ca- 
nadian territory. The coast line, however, 
poe fixed entirely by astronomical observa- 
tions. 

Gen. Duffield’s line will also be made from 
astronomical observations, but he has other 
data, which Oglesvie did not have, with 
which to check possible errors. The liati- 
tude and longitude of Camp Davidson above 
the Yukon have been absolutely fixed. From 
that point the country has been triangulated 
to the Yukon and a transverse liné has been 
run all the way to the head of 2 Mile 
Creek. This work has been progress 
since 1890 and ‘final calculations will be 

Gen. od in at says all gold properties 
of the Yukon and Forty Mile Creek are with- 
in the jurisdiction of chs United States. So 
far ds he has informed—and the report 
of the Governor of AlasKa agrees with this 
information—all the gold discoveries have 
been to the west of a line drawn from Cape 
Barrow to the extreme southern point of 
Alaska, all in United States territory. 

According to Alaskan advices British offi- 
clals have been levying duties on mining 
materials as they passed through British 
territory. This, Gen. Duffield says, is entire- 
ly legal if the Oglesvie line is found to be sub- 
stantially correct, as he believes it will be.

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GENERAL NEWS FROM NEW YORK. 


Barbaric Late Acting Governor in Af- 
rica May Locate In Chicago. 
New York, Oct. 30. [Special. -A dis- 
tinguished addition to the prospective citi- 
gens of the United States comes in the per- 
son of ex-Chancellor A. Leist, late Acting 
Governor of the Cameroons, under the Ger- 
man Empire, who arrived here on Monday. 
A -year ego all Germany rang with the 
stories of the abominable cruelties said to 
have been practiced by Leist upon the heip- 
less natives of Cameroon, in West Africa, 

during his term as Chancellor. 

For these barbarities Leist was tried by 
the German courts and convicted. He comes 
to this country stripped of his official and 
military rank, diemissed trom the army, 
and condemned to a fine of 10,000 marks. 

He will locate either in New York or Chi- 
cago and practice law. 

Councilor Rose, of the German Foreign 
Office, who was appointed to make an inves- 
tigation of Leist's treatment of the Came- 
toons prior to the revolt in 1893, reported that 
Leist and his subordinates had been guilty 
of inhuman and disgusting barbarities. Old 
men and women prisoners and little children 
were tortured with red-hot irons. Three 
died of hunger at the foot.of the flagstaff 
which bore the German colors; Other pris- 
oners Were tied to the mast of the gunboat 
Soden, where their wounds became full of 
maggots.. 

The report adds that Leist ordered women 
to be taken by force to his house and on Dee. 
} 15, 1893, he caused the wives of three nexro 
soldiers ko de ‘whipped naked in the presence 
of their husbands, who were drawn up on 
| parade, Leist superintending the punish- 
ment. Two hours later the revolt broke out. 

Kuockeut Decision for Turtle Soup. 

The industrious and enterprising skipper 
who went off to Southern seas with a ship 
loaded down with tin cans, and caught green 
turtles and made soup of them, has got to 
pay 20 percent ad vaiorem duty on his cargo, 
just the same as if the soup had been made 
abroad to be imported here. This is Col- 
lector Külbreth's decision today. It spoiled 
the symmetry. of the scheme devised by 
Benjamin Wood of No. 34 Pine street and 
the ocean trading company. They had a no- 
tien that they. could undersell the market 
for pure turtle soup by sending a floating 
soup plant into the region which turtles 
inhabit: The plan worked as expected. 
Soup enough to fill 150,000 quart cans was 
manufactured and then came the knock-out 
decision. 

Counterfeiters’ Plates Are Secured. 

Chief W. P. Hasen of the secret service 
has secured a/confession from Dr. Bradford, 
a member of the Brockway gang of counter- 
feiters, who was sentenced today. As à re- 
sult ne now has in his possession six plates 
that have. been used by the gang. They 
consist of three plates for counterfeiting 

old certificates of the United States, 
t lates for counterfeiting $100 notes of 
the Bank of Montreal, and one plate for a 
vignette of President Lincoln to fit into the 
center of the $500 plate, and spurious bills 
for $1,000,000. Dr. Bradford, he says, told 
him there were three plates for $100 bills at 
the bottom of the Harlem River, where they 
had been thrown to avoid ‘detection.

LINCOLN MONUMENT AT SPRINGFIELD 
AN EMPTY SHELL. 


Gov. Altgeld Says the Trustees Have 
Decided It Cannot Be Properly Re- 
paired—Built. of Brick with a Ve- 
meer of Thin Granite Slabs That 
Are Peeling Off—Thirty Thousand 
Dollars Appropriated for Repairs 
May Be Used Toward a New One. 

Springfield, III., Oct. 30.—The Lincoln 

Monument at Oak Ridge Cemetery, which 

has for the last twenty years been admired 

by. thousands upon thousands of people from 
all over the world, will have to be torn down.

It is too far gone to be repaired and, besides, { Air 


its construction is such it will not admit 
of repair. 

Instead of being a substantial pile of solid 
granite, as external appearances would in- 
dicate, it is a rickety structure of brick, 
veneered over with slabs of granite. This 
is the verdict of the State Trustees who have 
charge of the monument. 

During the last session of the General As- 
sembly the historic pile was turned over to 
the State; $30,000 was hppropriated for re- 
pairs and a law making the Governor, State 
Treasurer, and State Superintendent of In- 
struction trustees of the monument to caro 
for it and make the much needed repairs 
was passed. When the trustees set 
about to arrange for the repairs 
they discovered the magnificent mon- 
ument erected to the memory of 
“Honest Old Abe” was a sham and a fraud. 
What appeared to be huge blocks of granite 
were nothing but thin slabs laid over brick. 

Gov. Altgeld, who was made one of the 
trustees by the last Legislature, was seen 
tonight in regard to the delapidated condi- 
tion of the monument. He was asked to 
tell of the discoveries made by the trustees. 

“The Lincoln monument is simply a 
shell,” he said. “It is a brick monument 
and has a veneering of granite slabs three 
inches thick. This veneering is coming 
loose, just as all veneering will.“ 

Can it not be repaired?” was asked. 

“It would be impossible to repair the mon- 
ument and make it permanent. The other 
two trustees and I feel that the great State 
of Illinois should have a monument of Lin- 
coln that is not a sham, but a solid struct- 
ure, and that in order to get this this brick 
and veneered monument should be taken 
and in its stead a monument of solid gran- 
ite from bottom to top built, so it ‘will 
last.for all the ages and require no atten- 
tion from anybody. 


“We have almost enough money to do 


this. However, the trustees do not feel like 
taking so radical a step unless they should 
he requested to do so by the surviving riem- 
bers of President Lincoln’ #family.”’ 

“What did the monument cost, Gov- 
ernor?” was then asked. 

“I do not know,” he replied, “but I have 
been told it cost considerably over $200,000, 
and it has already been repaired two or 
three times at considérable expense.“ 

The Lincoln monument was completed in 
October, 1874. and cost $206,500, which 
amount was raised by popular subcription.

That is most desirable, but if the owner 
of real estate does not think the Torrens 
act will accomplish what its advocates 
claim for it he is not obliged to register his 
property under it. This law is not only a 
local option one in that one county can ac- 
cept it and another reject it, but it is also a 
personal option law. Should there be a hun- 
dred thousand votes for it in this county 
and but one against it the title of the minor- 
ity man to any land he may own will not 
be affected in the slightest degree. Nobody 
tan compel him to give up his title deeds and 
abstract and take a register’s certificate in- 
stead, , 

If it be true, as is alleged, that the inci- 
dental éxpenses and the bother which at. 
tend the purchase of land now, and which 
are felt the most by those Who buy on the 
smallest scale, will be reduced greatly if 
the provisions of the Torrens law are taken 
advantage of, then every workingman who 
hopes some time to buy a little lot and build 
a home for his family ought to vote for it. 
Should it turn out that its friends have been 
oversanguine he will have lost nothing. If 
they are not mistaken he will gain a good 
deal. 

Furthermore, as no one can be forced to 
take advantage of this act any more than he 
can be forced to buy a suit of clothes he does 
not fancy, but as there are real estate own- 
ers who do want to take advantage of this 


act, it would be unfair for those who do not 


believe in the new method to refuse those 
who do an opportunity to deal with their 
own property in the way which suits them 
best. 

For the above excellent feasons no one 
should mark his ballot against the Torrens 
law. All should take the trouble to mark 
their ballots for it, and then let those who 
desire to do so avail themselves ef it.

He should have been tried and 
strung up as speedily as possible, for this 
world is no place for such a miscreant. But 
the crime committed by the people of Tyler 
was more hideous than that of Hilliard. 
It was the work of savages. To that extent 
at least it was paralleled by the crime of 
Hilliard. But it went farther than this. 
Hilliard’s crime had no influence outside of 
its immediate environment. The crime of 
the people of Tyler brutalized tvery one 
who witnessed it, prepared the way for 
more outrages of a similar nature, and 
brought the law into contempt. It was 
devilish in ita cbid-bloodedness. It was su 
monstrously cruelasto be almost incredible.

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Cabinet crises succeed each other in 
France with almost periodical regularity. 
The Dupuy ministry resigned last January 
because the government was defeated upon 
questions growing out of the Panama scan- 
dals. M. Faure was elected President on 
the 17th of the same month, and his first 
ministry, formed by M. Ribot, has now re- 
signed for reasons much the same as those 
which overthrew ita predecessor. Venality 
of members of the government caused the 
collapse in each case. 

The last-named scandal grew out of the 
payment of considerable sums of money by 
the South of France railway syndicate to 
members of the Assembly. One of these 
members, M. Magnier, was convicted of 
bribery a week or more ago, and he was 
tried, convicted, and sentenced to a year’s 
imprisonment. The enemies of the min- 
istry were not satisfied with this. They 
naturally argued that if one guilty man had 
to suffer all should suffer. Technically 
they might not have been as guilty as M. 
Magnier, but they were members of the As- 
sembly and members of the syndicate also, 
and .were sharing profits from operations 
which they could affect by their votes. 
The ministry did not regard this as venal, 
but the majority of the Assembly did, and 
the ministry had no other alternative left 
except to resign. 

The resignation involves a purely local 
question and one which will be settled with 
as little friction as the Panama scandals 
were, though the latter involved larger 


sums of money and more conspicuous men 


than the railroad scandal. It is a question 
of public morals rather than of politics, 
which will adjust itself. It will not involve 
any disturbance of France’s relations with 
foreign powers. It will not give the radical 
factions any possible opportunity for pro- 
ducing mischief, thaugh they are gratified 
at the downfall of M. Ribot, who is to them 
a persona non grata, owing to his action on 
labor matters. A new ministry will be 
formed without much difficulty, and the 
parties named publicly as sharers of profits 
secured by a corrupt connection with the 
road may be tried and punished as M. Mag- 
nier was; if the evidence is sufficiently 
strong. The most satisfactory feature of 
the situation is the apparent determination 
of the French people to root out and punish 
corruption in office whenever it occurs, and 
it has occurred now for the third time in as 
many years. In the two previous scandals 
nearly every one connected with them has 
sunk into political obscurity. The same 
outcome may be anticipated now. Mean- 
while the repeated exposures cannot but 
have 2 good effect. The latest reports from 
Paris state that President Faure has asked 
M. Bourgeois to form a Cabinet and that the 
latter has requested time to consult with 
his friends. M. Bourgeois’ last office was 
that of Minister of Justice in the Ribot 
Cabinet of 1892. He also tried to fornia 
Cabinet after the fall of the Dupuy min- 
istry, but failed. 


BUCKET-SHOP GAMBLING. 

Tuesday's action by the directors of the 
Chicago Board of Trade, in expelling one 
member and suspending another; is under 
stood to be only the beginning of a cam- 
paign against bucket-shop affiliations on 
the board. It is currently believed that 
several of the firms represented on Change 
are more or less connected with bucket- 
Shops and their methods of doing “‘busi- 
ness, and there is a widespread desire to 
get rid of this feature, partly because of a 


wish to attack the bucket-shops with clean 


hands, and in part for the reason that the 
feature objected to is held to be detrimentai 
to legitimate trading in produce. A step 
in this direction was taken several months 
ago, when the board adopted a rule making 
it imperative to furnish to a customer the 
name of the other party to the trade by 
which an order from a customer is filled. 
It was hoped this would put a stop to the 
objectionable practice hy which some mem- 
bers are said to degrade themselves to the 
level of the~bucket-shop keeper who bets 
against his customers, but it is widely be- 
lieved the evil has not been cured. , 
In the absence of any special rules the 

member of the Board of Trade has been 
supposed free to buy or sell on his own ac- 
count or on orders from others, without 
any limitation as to the parties from whom 
he might receive such orders, or compui- 
sion as to filling them.

John B. Eldridge of the firm of Irelan & 
Eldridge of San Francisco, Cal., is at the 
Auditorium Annex. He is here interesting 
a number of Chicago capitalists in mining 
enterprises. He said: 

There is a heavy movement in gold prop- 
erty, California and Nevada standing at the 
head. There have been a number of sales 
and transactions recently of importance to 
mining interests and minnig engineers, nota- 
bly the sale of the Buckeye group of mines 
to Charley Lane. The property for which I 
am negotiating with Chicago people is lo- 
cated in Douglas County, Nev. The trouble 
with the Chicago gentlemen seems to be 
that if they do not get into a scheme which 
pays at the start they quit. Their idea is to 
issue preferred stock and debenture bonds 
and realize upon them, while the project of 
the promoters of this interest is to develop 
the mines and get the gold out, This is a 
new section, called the Pine Nut district, or 
the Schultz and Zirn mines. It was discov- 
ered in 1892, and up to the present time there 
has been sufficient development work done 
to show it is one of the most wonderful gold- 
bearing belts the United States has ever 
known. One property in this section has 
just been sold to Heywood; Hobart, and Lane 
for $250,000. The mineral belt extends from 
the Pine Nut district in the southwest por- 
tion of Nevada tg the Silver Star district, in 
which the celebrated Brown mine is located, 
and which was bonded to Senator Wolcott 
of Colorado some time ago for $500,000, and 
is producing $2,000 a day. 

There is a healthy movement in all gold 
property, Eastern and European capital 
seeking investment. Ample capital is ac- 
cessible for investment in profitable gold pro- 
ducing property, for instance such as those 
in Mariposa County, California, of which 
Coulterville is the headquarters. The Bos- 
ton and Montana Copper company has pur- 
chased the Seth Cook group of mimes and is 
doing a great deal of development work. 
Thomas Couch, their general manager, is 
now constructing a modern forty-stamp 
mill. Coulterville now has a population of 
2,000 and no one is idle. The Crown Leaf is 
being opened, and under the management of 
Mr. McSherry will soon be among Califor- 
nia’s gold producers. 

“Getting back to the Pine Nut district, I 
may say the Chicago people interesting 
themselves in these mines are connected 
With the largest banking institutions in 
this city. Mr. Schultz, one of the owners of 
the mines in negotiation, was a butcher, and 
Mr. Zirn, the other proprietor, was a pros- 
pector. They have shafts on the property 
eighty feet deep or less, and have produged 
ore which both assayers and experts pro- 
nounce rich.“

MAKING ARGUMENTS IN PAGUE TRIAL. 


Counsel for Defense Shows That Maj. 
Girard Is Prejadiced. 

The taking of testimony in the Pague 
court-martial at Fort Sheridan ended yes- 
terday and the proceedings hereafter will 
be secret. At the open session yesterday the 
cross-examination of Maj. Girard was con- 
tinued. He is the only witness who testi- 
fied to the belief that Pague was drunk when 
the shooting took place and the only expert 
who did not express the belief that the ac- 
cused man had previously acted in a peculiar 
manner indicative of insanity. 

Maj. Girard’s testimony was badly mixed 
under cross-examination Tuesday afternoon, 
and when he took the stand yesterday he 
asked the privilege to correct a part of his 
elaborate definition of the difference be- 
tween chronic alcoholism and alcoholic in- 
sanity. With a view of showing prejudice in 
the mind of the witness Attorney Blair asked 
him if it was not true that he had formed an 
opinion and in fact made up his mind as to 
the sanity of the defendant before he heard 
the evidence in the case. The witness ad- 
mitted he had. 

“You expressed yourself forcibly on the 
subject, did you not?“ ;

Did you not remark in the presence of 
several officers. at the club on the night of 
Oct. 3 that you would have no more of this 
whitewashing Business, and that Paguc was 
not insane and ought to be punished?” 

Then it took some minutes to find out that 
the witness could not remember his exact 
words on the o¢casion named, but he admit- 
ted he might have made such a remark. It 
is said the remark was made in the presence 
of several offi , including Capt. Chapin.

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OBSERVED FOR THE DEAD, 


In Some Lands, if Not in All, It Commem- 
orates the Occurrence of a’ Deluge 
Which Destroyed Nearly Al the In- 
habitants=Probably It Was a Vast 
Catastrophe—Notes of the Features of 
the Feast, Which Ys Célebrated the 
World Over. 


The setting of the sun tonight ushers in All 
Hallow ve, which is the evening preceding 
All Saints’ day, a festival in honor of all the 
angels and saints of heaven, observed by the 
Roman Catholic church Nov. 1, and also by 
the Protestant Episcopalian and Lutherans. 
In the Eastern churches the festival has been 
observed since the fourth century and by the. 
Western ones since the early part of. the 
seventh century. The following day is named 
All-Souls, being sst apart by the Catholic 
church for the commemoration of all the 
faithful departed. In the old English al- 
manues before the Reformation Oct. 81 was 
marked All-Hallow Eve and Nov. 2 was 
named All Souls. This clearly indicates a 
three days festival for the dead, which began 
in the evening. 

The origin of the festival is generally con- 
sidered to be unknown, and to have no as- 
signabie reason. In reality it. is the oldest 
and most nearly universal of all the festivals 
or fasts, and has a distinctly astronomical 
history. Itis connected with the meridian 
passage of Pleiades at midnight, which 4,000 
years ago occurred at the date of the autum- 
nal equinox, thus dividing the year into two 
naturul halves, one of which was the season 
of long days and the other of long nights. 
About 2320 B. C. the longitude of Alcyone, 
the brightest star in the group, was zero, 
itis probable the peopie of that day es 
mated the asterism to be on the equinox at 
precisely the date now generally assigned for 
the Mosaic deluge. Subsequently the date was 
fixed for the 17th day of the setond 
lunar month of the Jewish year, when ac. 
cording to the account in Genesis, were all 
the fountains of the great deep brokea up aud 
the windows of heaven were opened. Long 
afterwards a change of date was neceszary on 
account of the change in the calendar from 
lunar to solar reckoning, to say not ag of 
the precession of the equinoxes, 
fixed on was Nov. 1, but the idea remain 
intact of commemorating the occurrence. of 
a disaster so great that it involved the destruc- 
tion of nearly all supposed to be on the earth 
at the time. So Ali Saints’ day isin a far 
wider sense than now generally understood, 
“the festival. of the dead.” Ii ened * 
called ‘* Dead Man’s day.“ 


Some Data Concerning It. 


The world-wideness of the celebration. is 
one of the most astonishing things that have 
been discovered by modern research. Most 
of the following data concerning it are col- 
lated by Biake from a rare work in the Brit- 
ish Museum, the author of which was R. G. 
Haliburton: 

The Egyptians appear to have derived their 
scheme of the zodiac from the Babylonians, and 
their ideas about the Pleiades from some more 
Larbarous and more general source. t 
called the stars of the latter the Atauria. a word 
which possibly gives us the Latin Taurus and the 
German Thier. Also they called our November 
Athor or Athyr, and celebrated the feast of the 
Pleiades on the 17th of that month. 
That was the date on which the 
P.eiades passed the meridian at midnight, 
and they regulated their calendars so they 
might keep the date uachanged: With che mide 
night culmination of the Pieiades they bagan the 
solemn festival of Isis, which lasted three days. 
It was emphatically a commemoration of the 
dead: and in honor of Osiris. wuom they regard- 
ed as the god of tombs. They connected tuis 
with the idea ofa deluge. The priest placed an 
image of Osiris in an ark and launched. it into 
the waters, watching it till borne out of sight. 
[Compare with the accoust of Moses in the bul- 
rushes. | 

The Arabians called the star group Atauria, 
and the Chaldeans and Hebrews gaye it a sim- 
ilar name, though the latter had no sacrifices for 
the dead. The Persians 22 called 
month of November Murdad, the angel of death. 
and held a feast for the dead at that time, 
which was considered a New Year's festival. In 
India me “th began ip the same month, which 
was call Oartiguey, a word means the 
Pleiades. The Hindoo 
dead. is celebrated on the — day.

The Celtic races were certainly partakers in 
this genera observance of the Piciates midnight 
cuim:nation as the time of holding a festival for 
the dead, and this not only pointsto the origin 
of their superstitions but enables us to account 
for some customs that have survived till now. 
The Ist cf November was with the Druids a 
night fall of mystery, in which they celebrated 
annually the reconstruction of the world. 

In former days the relies were more numerous, 
in the Hallowe'en torches{of the Irish, the : 
fires of the Scotch, the Coel-coeth of the Welsh: 
and the tindle fires of Cornwall, all lightec 
Hallowe'en. In France it lingers more than in 
England, for the Parisians on this ay still re- 
pair to the cemeteries and lunch at the graves 
their ancestors. Turning to this con nest, Pros- 
cott teils us that the great festival © A. Mexi- 
can cycie was held in Novem the time of 
the midnight culmination of the Pleiades. 8 

Observance in Equatorial Regions. 

Passing to the equatorial regions and beyond 
them we find the same observance. In Bag the 
New Year's festival occurs at begin- 
ning of November, and is called Aya- 
marca, from aya. a corpse, and

the festival of the dead with tears, “aoleful songs, 
and plaintive music; and it was customary to 
visit the tombs of relatives, leaving there meat 
and drink.
